-wish, but it is steady and gure, and amid the 
comforts and conveniences of our ‘new office 
we think we have a right to feel proud of the 
identity, humble though it may have been, 
we baye had with the Territory since its or- 
ganization. We have always insisted that 
thé country: was too rich to be abandoned by 
the wid tint it would pay to develop it, 
and that sner or later it would be‘occupied 
by a large and successful population. By 
every means in our power we have labored for 
its prosperity, and we think our enterprise 
chas kept pace with that of those around us. 
From a small sheet the Miner has been en- 
larged to a goodly size. Two presses. and an 
ample supply of type enable us to do work 
quickly and well, and the pubiication of a 
daily paper during the session of the Third 
Legislature, is a step in advance of the times, 
which even our best friends had not supposed

The Third Legislature met at Prescott 
October 3d, 1866. The names of the mem- 
bers are given in another column.

shaft in the Sacramento District (heat Har- 
dyvillé) when a number of the , Wallapsis 
came ‘suddenly upon. them and mortally 
wounding them at the first fire; Woodworth 
ran about forty yards and fell’ down á ‘hill 


where his body was found, pierced with four, 


bullets, arid his head smashed to & jelly. A 
man named Judson and one named Baker 
were working at another shaft pear by and 
were killed while trying to ‘climb out. The 
shaft is 130 feet deep, and as the men were 
coming up the Indians pelted them with 
rocks, and also shot Judson, the bullet pass- 
ing through his body. Sam.,Knodles, who 
was at the top of the shaft, as soon as shot 
jumped and secured his Henry rifle and called 
to another companion, Mr. Conover, to help 
him fight the Indians. Finding the latter 
numerous they made haste for camp and ulti 
mately for the river, a distance of eight miles. 
A party started out immediately to bury the 
dead. They found all the bodies near where 
the attack was made,* except Benjamin, who 
had wandered some six miles before death 
closed his career. 


THE MINING LAW. 


Mr. Hardy has introduced a bill in the 
Council to repeal Chapter 50 of the Howell 
Code, which is the mining law of the Terri- 
tory. This is well enough, for without tak- 
ing into view other reasons, the Congressional 
act, makes this long and intricate law unnec- 
essary. But what the people are chiefly in- 
terested in is to know the character of the 
new law our Legislators propose to substitute. 
We learn that Mr. Davis of Mohave county 
has one in hand, and we make no doubt that 
he will try to make it acceptable. We hope 
he will be careful’ to see that it is short, 
pointed, and so clear that no man can mis- 
understand it. A law that is open toa dozen 
different interpretations is not fitted to this 
new country, or indeed to any country. Sim- 
plicity is a first necessity, and economy is an- 
other. Our miners should be able to perfect 
their titles at the most reasonable cost. 
The matter of recording is of great import- 
ance, as is that of defining the claims, and 
working them. While the new law is liberal 
and just, we trust it will be cautious and 
complete, so that its practical result may be 
the speedy development of our great mining 
interests, and it may prove an invitation 
rather than a source of distrust to the capi- 
talist. 


DEATH OF GOVERNOR CONNELLY. 


We sincerely regret to announce the death 
of the Honorable Henry Connelly, late Gov- 
ernor of New Mexico, and step-father of Hon. 
Frank Chavez, Delegate in Congress from 
New Mexico. Governor Connelly belonged 
to the old school of American gentlemen. Al- 
though he had lived upon the frontier for a 
large part of his life he was ever as polished 
and urbane as though moving in the most re- 
fined society. He was a well read and obser- 
vant man, and both in public and private life 
greatly respected and beloved. Having been 
identified with New Mexico for two score 
years, he, was every where known and influ- 
ential. We will not do more than say, that 
those in Arizona who knew him, and they 
are many, will join in mourning his loss and 
honoring his memory as that of a good and 
true man, an earnest patriot, and an upright 
ahd competent public officer. 


EXIT LEIHY. 


By the Alta California of Sept. 29 we learn 
that General George W. Dent las been ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Indian Affairs for 
this Territory, in place of George W. Leihy. 
General Dent is a brother-in-law of General 
Grant, and a capable and worthy man. We 
were aware some months since that he was a 
candidate for the position, with every show 
of success. During the war General Dent 
held a position on the staff of General Grant, 
and at one time he was in command of the 
district of Norfolk, Virginia. 

The supercedure of Poston’s man Friday 
will be generally acceptable tò our people. 
His superintendency has been more in name 
than in anything else, and a change has long 
been demanded. General Dent will be likely 
to make an efficient and popular officer. 


Goxp 1s Kinc.—General Sherman, in his 
speech at the Dartmouth College Commence- 
ment, while reviewing his own life, and to 
certain extent that of the Nation, said : 


“The Mexican war soon broke out, and I 
was sent to California, where in my wander- 
ings I saw the first pieces of gold discovered, 
and watched its magical effect upon the whole 
world.. The discovery of that gold gave mil- 
lions to America, and I doubt much whether, 
if that had not been discovered, the nation 
would have managed to work out the prob- 
lem of finance which the war of Rebellion had 
raised, and preserved its present glorious po- 
sition. That gold gave us wealth and credit 
abroad, and a strength and durability which 
survived the war.”

The particulars of the fight between the 
Mohaves and Wallapais, to which we have 
already referred; are thus given iadJudge 
Haskell’s letter to Honorable William If. 
Hardy : ` i / 
“ After the Wallapais had killed the boys 
in the Sacramento district we all concluded 
not to have any Mohaves about here tg rin 
and tell tales to Wallapais stopping down in 
the valley, and drove them away. I think it 
as turned out for the best, for the Mohayes 
made a great talk about it, and were afraid 
the whites suspected them and fiitended' to 
fight them. ‘They expressed their determin- 


ation to be friendly to the whites, and wighsk 


out asking help from them, Sickehoot 
Asaket, with ‘their warriors, went after thë 
Wallapais, and killed 26 bucks, and took+19 
women and chbildrest prisoners’... Not a single 
buck of the Walfapais left the valley alive. 
We are now satisfied ‘that the Mchaves are 
allright, ` s - il 

A party of 19 whites and 50 Mohaves have 
gone after more Wallapais. They started out 
well armed and equipped. Captain Porter 
furnished the Indians with rations and ani- 
mals to pack them, but said ho could do no 
more.” x 

From another source we learn that several 
whites witnessed the slaughter of the Walla- 
pais, and that they speak in high terms of the 
way in Which things were managed by the 
Mohaves, > 

For various reasons the attitude of the 
latter is highly gratifying to the settlers 
about Hardyville and Mohave. If the Mo- 
haves remain true, as they promise to, they 
will be a defence not only agunst the Walla- 
pas but also the Pah Utes.

x Southern Pacific Railroad. . 

At itsilate session Congress passed a bill 
giving a generous grant of land to the com- 
pany organized to construct a Pacific Rail- 

via Kansas, New Mexico and Arizona. 
The line selected across this Territory is the 
Whipple or 35th parallel route, with a devia- 
tion to, or near to, Prescott. It is thought 
by those best informed that owing to the 
diverse interests in the construction of the 
aiorthern Pacific road, and the acknowledged 
superiority of a more southern ronte, at the 
next session of Congress a subsidy sufficient 
to warrant the building of this road will be 
granted, and if so it will doubtless be pushed 
through with vigor. 

Should you believe a memorial to Congress 
from your honorable bodies setting forth the 
eminently practicable character of the pro- 
posed route, likely to aid the company in 
obtaining the desired subsidy, I have no 
doubt you will prepare such for our Delegate 
to present at the earliest moment. -I need 
not enlarge upon the vast advantages that 
must come to Arizona from the provision of 
railroad communication with the Atlantic 
and the Pacific states. 

Ý Telegraph. 

Several companies have been organized for 

the purpose of furnishing us with telegraphic 
privileges, and it is promised that at a very 
early day we shall be placed in instantane- 
ous communication with all parts of the world. 
The Mormons already have the material on 
the ground fora line from Great Salt Lake 
City fo St.,Gcorge, near to our border, s con- 
nection with which may be speedily and 
cheaply made. [deem it not only possible 
but probable that before the expiration of 
another year we may, even in distant Arizona, 
know of what occurs in New York, London 
and San Francisco within the same hour. 


Transit through Mexico. 

Mexican affairs are approaching their crisis 
so far as regards the downfall of the so-called 
empire, the doom of which was sealed by Mr. 
Seward’s magnificentdispatches of last spring. 
The next three months will determine wheth-

er the French are in good faith to withdraw 
or whether there are to be new complica- 
tions. Their situation evemnow is critical, 
in a military point of view, without further 
re-enforcements, and if they withdraw any 
it must almost necessarily be the whole. It 
is hoped that by the approaching meeting of! 
Congress they will have withdrawn. If they’ 
have then (I am informed) there will be no 
hesitation in giving assistance to Mexico. If 
they have not then it will be impossible lon- 
ger to restrain the disposition to drive them 
out.

ignated by the Secretary of the Treasury, and des- 
tined for places in the Republic of Mexico, may 
be entered at the custom house, and couveyed, in j 
transit through the territory of the United States, | 
without the payment of duties, under such rules, 
regulations and conditions for the protection of 
thé revenue, as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe. . 

Bec. 6. And be it further enacted, That im- 
ported goods, wares, or merchandise in bond, or 
duty paid, and products or manufactures of the 
United States, may, with the consent of the prop- 
er authorities ofthe provinces er Republic afore- 
said, he transported fiom one port or place in the 
United States to another place or port therein, 
over the territory of said provinces or Republic,

He requires 
with every one thousand pounds of copper or 
iron pyrites, es a fur, two hundred and fifty> 
pounds of galena ores, which he has to some: 


carries with it any copper or base metal 
which may remain. When all the lead is 
driven off in ‘this way, the remaining metal 
suddenly brightens and the work is done. 
What remains is gold and silver. 

The bone ash is afterwards smelted for 
the lead it contaimr, and is ready for use 
again. The loss of lead is about five per 
cent each time it is used, and will not be 
greater, provided the furnace is properly 
arranged.

Government might require. 

The Commissioners of the General Land 
Office, having failed te recommend the ap- 
prupriation this year which 1 had estimated 
in my letter of June 8, 1865, (a copy of that 
portion of which is herewith enclosed,) I 
shall not complete all the standard lines 
which I had proposed, but retain < portion of 
the money heretofore sppropriated, for the 
purpose of extending the public surveys over 
the agricultural jands within, and adjacent 
to the settlements. The system must be in- 
augurated by the survey of a portion of the 
meridian, bsse ind standard lines proposed, 
before I can authorize any other surveys.. 

There is no impediment in the way of im- 
mediate operations in the field but the hos- 
tility of the Indians, and the consequent 
danger which a surveying party, without 
military protection, would be subject to. I
